AMERICANS EXPECTED 
TO DEAL DECISIVE BLOW 


Believed Marshal Foch Will 
Shortly Order Pershing’s 
First Field Army to Enter 
Struggle and Finish Ger- 
mans. 


Washington, September 3.—Reports 
from the British front today indicated 
to officers here that the German retire- 
ment, heretofore conducted with utmost 
military skill, was getting out of hand. 
Under the terrific pressure of the Brit- 
ish and French armies all along the 
line from Ypres to Soissons, the enemy 
apparently is being forced to a more 
precipitate withdrawal, particularly on 
the old Drocourt-Queant front, where 
Marshal Haig’s men hammered forward 
irresistibly again today. 

The official announcembent from 
London that more than 10,000 prison- 
ers have been taken in two days of 
fighting on this front, in itself indi- 
cates, it is said, that there is growing 
disorganization in the German ranks. 

With this in mind, there was wide 
speculation today among officers as to 
what new developments of the battle 
are to be expected. 

Pershing’s Army to Strike. 

It was clearly evident that observ- 
ers believe the time is fast approach- 
ing when General Pershing’s first field 
army will participate in the battle, 
on the theory that General] Foch has 
been withholding this new and vigor- 
ous force for a decisive blow when the 
time was ripe. As to where or when 
that blow would be delivered, how- 
ever, there was wide variance of opin- 
ion. 

The British now have broken a de- 
cided gap in the old German fortified 
line, and the fall of Cambrai, Douai, 
St. Quentin and several other rail and 
road centers upon which the Hinden- 
burg Hne depended, seems imminent. 
if the enemy intended to fall back 
upon this line when he was forced into 
a general withdrawal along his whole 
front, from Rheims to Ypres, his 
chances are rapidly @windling as the 
British lines surge forward at the very 
center of the great battle front. Mar- 
shal Haig’s forces are moving on 
Cambrai, the key to a large section of 
the old line, and if that place is taken 
it appears to officers here that the 
enemy will be quickly forced to evac- 
uate the salient in which he is rapidly 
being pocketed by the French and 
American advance on the Ojise-Ailette 
lines in the south, and the British 
thrust eastward from Peronne to the 
north. 

So evident is the growing disorgani- 
gation among the Germans shown in 
reports from the British front that 
some officere are inclined to think it 
possible that the enemy may be forced 
to a withdrawal to the Rhine this year. 
Others, however, feel that the skill the 
German leaders have displayed does 
not warrant any anticipation of an 
early collapse of the military machine. 

‘American Army Picked Force.

Mr. Becker, indorsed by 
Theodore Roosevelt, based his appeal 
for support upon his success in un- 
masking German plots and  propa- 
ganda.

MILLION RAIL MEN 
GET WAGE ADVANCE 


'$100,000,000 Added to An- 


nual Pay Roll by McAdoo. 
Trackmen, Clerks, Station 
Agents and Others Bene- 
fit. 


Washington, September 3.—Nearly 
1,000,000 men, or half the railroad em- 
ployees in the United States, share in 
additional wage increases approved to- 
day by Director General McAdoo for 
track laborers, watchmen, other main- 
tenance of way employees, clerks, sta- 
tion agents and other classes of em- 
ployees drawing relatively low pay. 
The new increases, the second grant- 
ed in supplement to the government’s 
general wage order, will add nearly 
$100,000,000 to the annual railroad pay 
rolls, it is said. Most of the increases 
range from ten to thirty per cent above 
present wages. 

Details of the new order will be an- 
nounced tomorrow. The director gen- 
eral adopted most of the recommend- 
ations of the board of railroad wages 
and working conditions, which inves- 
tigated requests of employees for 
more pay. Pay increases for railroad 
telegraphers are the subject of an- 
other report to be made soon to the 
director general. 

This order will raise to nearly 
$500,000,000 the annual increase in 
wages granted railway employees since 
the roads were taken over by the gov- 
ernment. 

It is understood the increase ap- 
proved today would be retroactive as 
of January 1, 1918, although announce- 
ment of this provision was withheld. 

The classification of station agents 
includes a number of freight handlers 
who will participate in the advance. 

The latest increase is the result of 
protests from representatives of clerks, 
maintenance of way men and other 
classes shortly after the original wage 
order was announced, that they were 
granted little more money under that 
order than they had received before. 

On investigation the board of rail- 
road wages and working conditions, 
an advisory body created by the di- 
rector general, found that the unor- 
ganized groups had not been allowed 
wage increases in the past commensu- 
rate with those allowed strongly or- 
ganized classes of employees. ‘Even 
the general advance did not enable 
many of these to meet growing ex- 
penses under war prices, and the board 
reported this to the directof general 
together with its recommendations.

The polls will open Thursday morn- 
ing, September 12, at 7 o'clock, and 
will remain open until 9 o’clock that 
evening. 

Subject to Arrest. 

Any man who fails to register, it ia 
pointed ott, will be immediately hsted 
as a slacker and will be liable to a 
prison sentence. 

Realizing the need of helpers on 
registration day and of proper instruc- 
tions in filling out draft questionnaires, 
the chamber of commerce and other or- 
ganizations are now preparing to do 
their part in this war emergency. 

The day will be made one of great 
celebration in every part of the coun- 
try, and with this in view, announce- 
ment is made that seven military bands 
have already been offered to the cities 
in Georgia desiring their services. 

Some of the boards are greatly in 
need of additional help for that day 
and all people who can possibly find 
the time to assist the government in 
this registration between the hours of 
7 a m. and 9 p. m. should at once no- 
tify the board to that effect in order 
that the lists may be completed as soon 
as possible. Those wishing to help 
should notify the board in whose ter- 
ritory they live and not some other 
board. There will be needed in each 
of the registration places about 150 
helpers and s6me of them are far short 
of *his number.

GUVERNMENT PACT 
WITH RAILROADS 


Form of Contract Finally 
Approved by Director Gen- 
eral McAdoo and Will Be 
Submitted to Companies. 


Washington, September 3.—The form 
of contract under which the govern- 
ment will pay nearly a billion dollars 
rental every year to railroads under 
federal control has been approved final- 
ly by Director General McAdoo and 
representatives of the leading railroads, 
and will be offered to the companies 
for signature within a few days. 

Many protests of company repre- 
sentatives, made during months of dis- 
cussion of the contract, have been heed- 
ed in the final draft, it was announced 
today, although some--roads may yet 
decline to sign it and resort to fur- 
ther negotiation or possibly to court 
action. ‘Without a formal contract dur- 
ing the eight months of federal con- 
trol, the government has paid 90 per 
cent of compensation claims to needy 
roads and left the balance for adjudt- 
cation after conclusion of the agree-~ 
ment. 

Each of the 170 roads under federal 
management will be asked to sign the 
contract, which will be identical for 
all except that the specific annual com- 
pensation for each will be the average 
net railway operating income for the 
three years ending June 30, 1917. = 

Provisions Against Disputes, 

As provisions against disputes over 
questions of fact, the contract spect- 
fies that the interstate commerce com- 
mission shall be called on to act as 
referee. Questions of law involved in 
disputes between any company and the 
director general may be submitted to a 
court. 

All operating revenues of the rail- 
roads are to go to the government to 
be used in paying the compensation. 
Experience so far this year has dem- 
onstrated, however, that the revenues 
will fall far short of the billion dol- 
lar compensation, which it is estimated 
the government will have to pay. 

Property taken over by the govern- 
ment must be returned in good condi- 
tion at the end of the federal control 
and provision made for depreciation, 
but the government is permitted to 
make additional expenditures to insure 


safe operation. 


If any railroad property is destroyed 
by fire or other means, the government 
must replace it, but the government 
fs not held responsible for destruc- 
tion by “public enemies.” This is taken 
to mean that if war were carried to 
this side of the Atlantic and railroads 
destroyed, it would be the companies’ 
loss. 

Additions and Betterments. 

The railroad administration must no- 
tify a company of additions and better- 
ments or road extensions to be madae, 
but if these finally are held to be re- 
quired by war needs, and not for prop- 
er operation of the line, the company 
will mot be called on to stand the ex- 
pense. 

During federal control, the govern- 
ment is to assume all expenses growing 
out of the settlement of claims rising 
since the roads were taken over, joint 
facility and equipments, and of dam- 
age suits against railroads. 

Salaries of corporation officers, or 
other corporation or railroad expenses 
not directly necessary to actual opera- 
tion must be paid by the companies, 
unless provided otherwise by the di- 
rector general 

Ordinary federal, state and local 
taxes will be paid by the government, 
but each company must pay special 


war taxes. 

The contract specifically provides 
that since government operation is to 
tide the nation over a war emergency 
nothing in the contract terms is to be 
tonstrued as expressing or prejudicing 
the future policy of the government 
concerning ownership, control or regu- 
lation of the company.

Recognition of the Czecho-Slovak na- 
tion by the United States was delayed 
because President Wilson and his ad- 
visers wished to be certain that the 
national council, with headquarters in 
Paris, was the real representatives of 
its people. President Wilson has told 
congress that it was not the purpose of 
the United States to dismember Austria, 
but the fact that the Czecho-Slovaks as 
a nation have existed since before the 
Christian era and recent developments 
in Austria are represented as lending 
weight to a change in this government's 
attitude. 

The terms of peace, which the en- 
tente nations will impose upon Germa- 
ny and Austria, are expected to estab- 
lish definitely the territorial position 
of the Czecho-Slovak nation. This 
means that the northern tier of states 
in the dual monarchy, BoNemia, Mora- 
via and a part of Galicia, will be sevy- 
ered from the empire and become the 
independent home of the Czecho- 
Slovaks. Under this plan the adjoin- 
ing section of Germany also will be 
embraced in the newly-established na- 
tion. |

The farmers of Georgia know quite well that I have always, 
throughout my eighteen years of public service, conducted myself in 
full accord. with every movement in their interests. 


The wage earners of Georgia know and realize that my genuine 
sympathy in their welfare has been repeatedly proven by my efforts 
in their behalf. , 


The business men of Georgia are not unmindful of the fact that I 
have actively supported, since entering congress, all of those measures 
designed to protect the honest merchant and honest manufacturer 
against the greed and oppressive methods of powerful corporations 
and combinations in restraint of trade.

It is and has been my endeavor to present and sustain before the 
people of my state the politics of the war administration of Woodrow 
Wilson, as I have consistently and cordially upheld and supported 
them as a member of congress.

RUFE HUTCHENS’ APPEAL. 
While on his death bed Rufe Hutchens, 
who died recently at his home in Haralson 


county, wrote a strikingly candid appeal to 
the voters of his county to rally to the sup- 
port of the candidacy of William J. Harris 
for United States senator. 

The appeal was written for publication 
in The Tallapoosa Journal, but before its 
publication, its author passed on to his re 
ward. 

Subsequently the widow of the author 
requested that the last message of her la- 
mented husband te used as originally in- 
tended. 

In another column of this page The Con- 
stitution reproduces this striking posthu- 
mous appeal of Mr. Hutchens, together with 
the letter of Mrs. Hutchens, as the two ap- 
peared in The Tallapoosa Journal. 

Rufe Hutchens for many years occupied: 
a conspicuous position in the politica! af- 
fairs of Georgia, and his injunction to his 
fellow citizens to support Mr. Harris in re- 
sponse to the éxpressed request of the presi- 
dent is all the more forceful and significant 
because Mr. Hutchens himself was never a 
partisan of Woodrow Wilson. 

In the campaign of 1912 Mr. Hutchens 
led the fight in this state for Oscar Under- 
wood for the presidential nomination, and 


_ under his leadership Mr. Underwood carried 


Georgia in the preferential primary election 
prior to the Baltimore convention which’ 
nominated Woodrow Wilson. And, ‘as he 
says in his appeal to the voters of his coun- 
ty to support the president’s cho'ce for 
United States senator, prior to President 
Wilson’s re-election he was opposed to Wil- 
son. : 

But now Mr. Hutchens made it plain, the 
senatorial campaign in Georgia is not a mat 
ter of politics, BUT OF AMERICANISM; 
and there is but one issue—THE WAR! 

And there is only one path of duty open 
to the loyal, win-the-war voter: To recog 
nize the president as the commander-in- 
chief, and to follow him as our soldier boys 
are doing. 

That is why every conscientious, patriot- 
ic voter, when it comes to casting his bal- 
lot for a Georgia senatorial nominee to de- 
feat the disloyalist Hardwick will do well] 
to ponder deeply these words from the 
deathbed of Rufe Hutchens to his fellow 
citizens:

deliberate thought, | came to the conclu- 

sion that it was my duty as a loyal Ameri. 


can citizen in the present crisis to sup- 
port the Hon. Wm. J. Harris for senator!

and present to the world and these boys of 
ours an unbroken line of reserves!” 

‘No more patriotic, no more manly nor 
convincing words were ever uttered! 

Rufe Hutchens from the bed upon which 
he fell into his final sleep addressed his 
appeal to his fellow citizens of Haralson 
county. 

But it is a call to duty that should reach 
the heart of every voter in Georgia! 


THE CHRISTMAS TRADE. 


Agreement by the retail merchants of 
the country to* comply with the wishes of 
the war industries board that business dur- 
ing the forthcoming holiday season be kept 
as nearly as possible upon a normal basis, 
marks a gratifying solution of what might 
easily have proven a very disagreeable prob- 
lem. 

Earlier in the summer a movement was 
inaugurated looking to an extreme curtail- 
ment of Christmas giving; in fact, it was 
suggested that the war industries board per- 
emptorily place a ban upon the distribution 
of toys and the interchanging of Christmas 
gifts generally on the plea of war emer- 
gency. It was argued that#toys and other 
customary articles of the “holiday trade” 
are non-essentials, and, therefore, that their 
manufacture and transportation in time of 
war represent a needless waste of energy, 
imposes a useless burden upon the coun- 
try’s rail and postal facilities and commands 
the time apd energy of the nation’s man- 
power in the retail shopping centers that 
might more profitably be devoted to work 
more helpful in the winning of the war. Fur- 
thermore, it was argued that the people of 
the country might better invest in patriotic 
enterprises the money which ordinarily 
they expend for Christmas gifts. 

The Constitution at that time held that 
absolute abandonment of the practice of in- 
terchanging Christmas presents would be 
more harmful to commerce and the general 
welfare of the country than it could pos- 
sibly be beneficial. 

In the agreement decided upon at a con- 
ference of representatives of the country’s 
retail interests with the war industries board 
a happy medium has been struck. 

The merchants have agreed not to in- 
crease their working forces or normal work- 
ing hours for the holiday season, and to 
urge the public that Christmas giving, ex- 
cept in the case of children, be confined 
to “useful articles.” 

Also, in order to make the burden upon 
the country’s transportation facilities as 
light as possible, the merchants have agreed 
to restrict deliveries and to enjoin. custom- 
ers to carry their own packages, wherever 
possible. 

In view of the fact that the manufacture 
of 1918 holiday goods has already been com- 
pleted, as has also their delivery to the main 
distribution centers, and of the’further fact 
that the policy agreed upon imposes no un- 
due hardship upon either the commercial 
interests or the public, everybody ought to 
be satisfied at the outcome of the confer 
ence. 

The arrangement that has been agreed 
upon will, it is safe to say, prove particu- 
larly pleasing to the general public in so far 
as it guarantees that, war or no war, the 
little children of the land shall not be de- 
prived of their accustomed, and always an- 
ticipated, Yuletide festival, with its joys and 
toys. The holiday world of the little folks— 
the little innocents who could not be made 
to understand the reason for a deviation 
from the accustomed order of things at 
Christmas time—is safeguarded against in- 
vasion by war; for which everyone, old as 
well as young, should be thankful. 


THE WARNING TO DENTISTS. 


All dentists practicing in this country 
have been officially warned by Uncle Sam 
against employing their skill to aid would- 
be service evaders, even fer a fee. 

The war department a few days ago au- 
thorized publication of the following from 
the office of Provost Marshal General Crow- 
der, and it was printed in The Official U. S. 
Bulletin: 

The department of justice has turned 
over to this office information which it 
has received tending to show that regis- 
trants in certain localities, desiring to 
avoid military service, have sought to 
have teeth extracted so ag to render 
them eligible to physical disqualifica- 
tion. A dentist in New York state ad- 
vises that several would-be slackers 
have approached him with requests to 
have teeth extracted for this purpose. 

This office desires to warn all dentists 
against permitting themselves to be a 
party to practices of this sort and to 
call attention to the fact that severe 
penalties are provided in the law for any 
person conspiring to aid another to avoid 
the draft. 

It is hayd—for the ordinary citizen to 
even imagine & man so cowardly, so dis- 
regardful of his duty or so ungrateful for 
the blessings of freedom and the protection 
of the American flag as to prefer the sac- 
rifice of his teeth to serving his country 
at a time when his service might easily 
mean its salvation. 

But there is evidence to show that there 
are such men in the United States—few, if 
any of them, native-born, however, it is safe 
to assume—and any dentist, or any other 
patriotic citizen, who might be made aware 
of the purpose of such men should report 
them forthwith to the department of jus- 
tice or to the nearest military authorities. 

The warning is, of course, directed to 
no ethical or honorable dentist. No respect- 
able practitioner would lend himself to such 
an insidious scheme to defeat the law of 
his country. No dentist with even a trace 
of honor ‘in his makeup would so degrade 


his own name or his profession.

Georgia Warehouse Commission 
Soon to Be Appointed. . 

Governor Dorsey, who is in Washington this 
week in the interest of the St. Marys canal 
project, will upon his return to the executive 
offices, name the five commissioners called 
for under the recerttly enacted state ware- 
house bill. This is a commission of great 
importance, and the chairman and secretary 
of the commission are both to be salaried 
mn, the chairman to devote his entire time 
to the service, and receive a compensation 
of $3,000 a year therefor. The governor is 
to name the five members, and they will in 
turn elect their chairman and secretary. 

The Georgia state cotton warehouse bill 
was prepared by the legislative committee 
of the Farmers’ union. The commission of 
five, to be appointed by the governor, shall 
hold office for two, three, four, five and six 
years, in the order of their appointment, 

The act provides for a uniform system of 
grades and weights for all cotton handled 
by the warehouses coming under this sys- 
tem. For each bale a receipt in the name 
of the state bearing the signature of the 
state warehouse commissioner will be issued. 
This receipt will be negotiable and with it 
money can be secured on cotton from the 
financial institutions. 

The commission is authorized to aid the 
farmers of the state in the sale of their cotton 
and will appoint the graders after examina- 
tion at the different warehouses coming in 
the system. 7 

The system will be maintained by an 
assessment on each bale of cotton stored and 
the state can in no way become involved:for 
the expenses of operating. The assessment 
will be uniform throughout the state. 

The law is optional and does not require 
any warehouse to come under the system 
that does not elect to do so. 

This act places the small farmers in the 
same position to get the best advantages as 
to selling their cotton and borrowing money 
on same as the largest in the country. 

The same Dill, with some modifications, 
especially as to the insuring of the cotton, has 
been in operation for several years in South 
Carolina, and besides the general good it 
has rendered the farmers of that.state it was 
of marvelous help to them in the emergency 
they passed thgough in 1914. Because of this 
thousands of fbales of cotton remained in 
the farmers’ hands during the fall of 1914. 
They borrowed money on it through ware- 
house receipts, and sold their cotton later 


at a fair price.

Wheatley, of Sumter; E J. Hart, of Schley; 
lL. C. Slade, of Muscogee; G. P. Monroe, of 
Marion; W. J. VanHorn, of Chattahoochee: 
J. J. Gordy, of Stuart; I. I. Gelders, of Ben 
Hill. 

There are sixteen counties in the dis- 
trict, and the members from the five re- 
maining counties will be appointed when 
the governor returns the latter part of the

How the Delegates 
To Convention Are Named. 

The county executive committees in the 
state are being requested by the campaign 
paign headquarters of various candidates 
for the senate that each of the candidates 
have one representative officially desig- 
nated at each polling place in the: respec- 
tive counties. This is a fair and reasonable 
request, and should be complied with ir 
practicable. The request has also been 
made, it is understood, that the known 
friends of the candidate who receives the 
unit in a given county be designated to se- 
lect the delegates to the state convention. 

It must be understood in this connection 
that the “state convention,” under the Neil] 
primary law, is merely a meeting for the 
tabulation of the returns, as the law pre- 
cludes any other alternative than to cast 
the unit for the candidate who receives it; 
and it shall require a majority of the 
combined county uhits in Georgia to de- 
clare a nominee. 

In the event of a failure of any one can- 
didate to receive such a majority of the 
combined county units of Georgia, then the 
two candidates receiving the highest num- 
per of units shall go into a second primary 


and run it off.

As to the delegates to the state “elec. 
toral college,” the rules and regulations of 
the state executive committee provide that 
each county democratic executive commit- 
tee shall select from among the friends and 
supporters of the successful candidate for 
governor in each county, delegates to the 
state convention in the ratio of two for 


each of said county’s representatives in the 
general assembly, with alternates; these 
delegates to be named by 
candidate for governor, and if not so named, 
to be chosen by the county committee.

CLOSE YOUR FACE. 


It is a difficult thing to defend the prac- , 


tice of spitting in your neighbor's face, but 
a great many people still cvmsider it all 
right to do so. They seem to think that a 
spray of very finely divided saliva is com- 
paratively agre@able to the 
though they do not doubt that he would be 
very indignant if the saliva were presented 
to him in palpable quantities. 

Whoever coughs vr sneezes without hold- 
ing a handkerchief or at least a hand close- 
lv over nose and mouth, spits in his neigh- 
bor’s face, for the fine (perhaps invisible) 
spray given off in an open-face cought or 
sneeze carries as far as five feet—and car- 
ries whatever disease germs the offender may 
happen to harbor. ; 

The animal that spits spray in a street 
car, in an office, in a store, ina schoolroom, 
in church, in the workroom or in the home, 
ought to be dragged out and hosed off by 
the city fireman. He is too dangerous to 
keep indoors. 

Parents with any regard fvr good health 
and hygiene, to say nothing of manners, will 
not rest until they have taught children the 
importance of avoiding open-face sneezing 
and coughing. <A doctor attending a child 
with, say, measles, always feels sorry for 
the child’s home training when the child un- 
blushingly sprays him with saliva, and not a 
word «ff apology or regret on the part of the 
negligent parents. 

There is really no good reason why any- 
body should ever catch an alleged “cold.” The 
antique superstition that impaired all en- 
deavor to educate the public concerning the 
true cause of respiratory diseases has been 
pretty thoroughly wiped gut by our experi- 
ences in war-time sanitation, “Exposure” has 
proved harmless so far as any respiratory or 
other disease except frostbite is concerned. 
The @auze face mask has proved an abso- 
lute bar to such infections in hospitals and 
ambulances everywhere. Today the specious 
arguments of those’ who still have the te- 
merity to insist that exposure to cold, wet, 
drafts, sudden changes of temperature and 
weather is a predisposing factor of respira- 
tory infection, are more ridiculous’ than 
ever, for the experience vf millions of troops 
living under the severest conditions has de- 
stroyed that fearful bogy. 

If you have what you imagine is a “cold,” 
close your face and protect your neighbors. 
If anybody is compelled to cyvme within your 
five-foot barrage, wear @& gauze mask over 
nose and mouth and let your visitor or asso- 


ciate wear one too while he remains within - 


the danger line. Two layers wf ordinary sur- 
geon’s gauze (fine-meshed cheesecloth), or 
even an ordinary*handkerchief, tied in place 
over nose and mouth. It may sound foolish 
to the standpat sanitarian. So did the mos- 
quito-bar prevention wt yellow fever and ma- 
laria seem to the old-time sanitarians, until 
experience forced them to capitulate to the 
relentless march of science.

The name of R. Lindley Murray was 
today added to the list of California 
tennis players who have won national 


tingles championships on turf, when he: 


captured the 1918 title by defeating W. 
TT. Tilden, Jr., of Philadelphia, 
straight sets by scores of 6-3, 6-1, 7-5. 
Playing in the final-and championship 
round the Californian meteor won the 
first national tennis championship tour- 
mament since 1916, and the only one of 
the year in the tennis world, in 55 min- 
utes of court battle, which proved con- 
clusively that Murray is the ranking 
American player of the season. 

In the face of the constantly shifting 
Tilden made many 
errors, and seldom appeared to rise 
to the full height and pgwer of his 
game. Occasionally he would bring 
applause from 
thousand spectators 
across the court, or deep to the base 
lines, but they weer flashes only. It 
was Tilden’s unsteadiness in netting 
and outing the ball at critical moments 
that really cost him the championship, 
for he actually outplayed Murray in the 
mumber of his killing aces. Murray 
never appeared to be worried by these 
remarkable streaks of play on Tilden’s 
part, and continued to carry out his 
plan of campaign as though the our- 
come was never in doubt. 

Murray’s supremacy was further 
demonstrated by the fact that of the 
28 games played, only six were carried 
to deuce, and the manner in which he 
disposed of Tilden in less than one hour 
of play was a further demonstration 
of his superiority.

CZECHO-SLOVAKS 
GIVEN RECOGNITION

preme political authority to the 
Czecho-Slovak national council 

“The government of the United 
States recognizes that a state of bel- 
ligerency exists between the Czecho- 
Siovaks thus organized and the Ger- 
man and Austro-Hungarian empires. 

“It also recognizes the Czecho-Slo- 
vak council as a de facto belligerent 
government clothed with proper au- 
thority to direct the military and po- 
litical affairs of the Czecho-Slovaks. 

“The government of the United 
States further declares that it is pre- 
pared to enter formally into relations 
with the de facto government thus 
recognized for the purpose of prose- 
cuting the war against the common 
enemy, the empires of Germany and 
Austria-Hungary.” 

Statement by Prof. Masaryk. 

Professor Masaryk later made this 
statement: 

“Mr. Lansing handed me the decla- 
ration today at 12 o’clock. [I read it 
and thanked him very heartily, as in- 
deed I value the American recogni- 
tion of our army, the national council 
and nation very highly. Mr. Lans- 
ing’s verbal explanation confirmed 
what I have read myself in the word- 
ing of his declaration. 

“The American recognition differs 
from the French and British in that 
these recognize the right to our inde- 
pendence directly, whereas Mr. Lans- 
ing’s wording recognized in the first 
place our army and the national coun- 
cil. But speaking of the Czecho-Slo- 
vaks, the declaration denotes our 
whole nation. The British text recog- 
nizes our national council as the pres- 
ent trustees of the future government, 
the United States recognizs our na- 
tional council directly as the de facto 
government. The United States lays 
stress on the belligerency and they 
emphasize the organizations of our 
nation shown first in mobilizing arm- 
les and second in confiding all politi- 
cal affairs to the leading authority of 
the national council. In accordance 
with the humanitarian principles of 
the American constitution the military 
practice of our armies \.nis applies es- 
pecially to our army in Russia), is ac- 
knowledged. 

“IT once more express my satisfac- 
tion and thank the United States gov- 
ernment and the president for eir 
recognition of our national cause. I, 
of course, Know 
good deal to the American public opin- 
ion and its representatives.” 

It was learned today that General 
Milan Stefanik, vice preside of the 
Czecho-Slovak national council, has 
arrived in this country from Paris, 
on his way to Vliadivostok, where he 
will represent in a diplomatic way the 
national council.

VICTORY MARKET 
IN STOGK TRADING 


Dealings Largest and Most 
Varied of Recent Sessions. 
Many Leaders Register 
High Records. 


New York, September 3.—A “victory 
market,” as many traders phrased it, 
attended the resumption of trading on 
the stock exchange today after the dou- 
ble recess.

Dealings were the largest and most | 


varied of any session since the incep- 
tion of the recent rise, many leaders 
making high records of the year and 
a few others exceeding all previous 
maximums. 

War news over the week-end fur- 
nished the chief incentive, this being 
augmented during the day by bulle- 
tins which emphasized the extent of 
the German retreat. Washington’s rec- 
ognition of the Czecho-Slovak faction 
was accepted as a further clarification 
of military and political conditions in 
eastern Europe. 

The rise in stocks was almost con- 
tinuous, realizing for profits and ten- 
tative short-selling making virtually 
no impression. Rails were foremost as 
@ group of extreme gains of 1 to 2% 
points, but became less conspicuous in 
the iatter operations, when industrials 
and specialties monopolized speculative 
attention. 

United States Steel started with only 
a nominal gain, but gathered strength 
steadily, coming forward with a rush 
in the final hour when heavy accumu- 
lation sent the stock to 116, an ex- 
treme advance of 4% points. 

Independent steels, equipments, leath- 
ers, especially Hide and Leather pre- 
ferred, and tobaccos were lifted 1 to 5 
points, although coppers and erstwhile 
specialties in the fertilizer and food 
divisions were relatively backward. 

Pacifics, cotton carriers and low- 
priced rails featured the transporta- 
tions, Southern railway common and 
preferred suggesting further substan- 


‘tial absorption.

But There Will Be Some 
Changes in Details as to Men 
in Certain Industries. 


Washington, September 3. — No 
changes are contemplated in the basic 
rules governing the operation of the 
draft in the case of men included un- 
der the new age limits. This was in- 
dicated today by Provost Marshal Gen- 
eral Crowder, who after a visit to the 
white house with General March, chief | 
of staff, explained that the principles | 
which prevailed in the selection of 
men between thé ages of 21 and 31 
would be retained in large measure 
for the guidance of those operating 
the selective machinery. 

There will be some changes, 
ever, in the details relating to men 
engaged in_ certain industries, and 
more especially to men of mature age 
included in the registration, Just 
what these are the government is not 
prepared to announce, but ,it is be- 
lieved that rules to cover all questions 
that can be foreseen now will be sent 
to draft boards within a few days. 

Generals March and Crowder con- 
ferred with President Wilson for an 
hour today. They were summoned by 
the president, who wished to familiar- 
ize himself with all details of the 
man-power measure and its proposed 
method of operativa. 

Whether arrangements will be made 
which will automatically exempt rail- 
road men and coal miners as a body 
cannot yet be stated. Director Gen- | 
eral McAdoo is understood to be in fa- 
vor of providing some method other 
than the decision of local boards for 
exempting essential railroad em- 
ployees. General Crowder said that 
under present plans the matter of ex- 
empting this class of workers would 
be in the hands of the district boards, 
to be taken up by them after the ques- 
tionnaires have been passed on by the 
local boards, which he said are with- 
out jurisdiction to exempt a registrant 
on e ground that he is an essential 
industrial worker.

Macon, Ga., September 3.—(Special.) 
John Gilham, alias John Thomas, a ne- 
gro who escaped from the Jones coun- 
ty chaingang August 18, and who has 
since attempted criminal assaults on 
two white women, one negro woman 
and two negro girls, was captured here 
tonight by two negro workmen near 
Lakeside Park and which turned him 
over to the police, later being handed 
over to Sheriff Middlebrooks, of Jones 
county. Gilham is said to have con- 
fessed to the murder of a negro in 
Warren county six years ago.

British Infantry Moved Radiply.
